Switching . . . from one set of references to 
another by die exammcr in rqecting in successive actions daims of 
substantially the same subject matter will tend to defeat attammg the goal 
of reaching a dearly defined issue for an eariy tetmination, Le., either an 
allowance of the case cu: a final rejection. 

While the niles no longer give to an appHcant the ri^it to 'amend as ofim as the 
exanrMner presents new tefe)cences or reasons for rejection/ present ptai;;tice does 
not sanction hasty and ill-considered final rejections.
